In the itreet at andnaar the ofaurdi, many 
people had aaaembled, but a way waa eaatly 
made through the orowd, aud as the party 
peeaed to the door of the efaurob, the speota* 
tore unoovand thair hia*^ birt mada iie 
other demooatration. 

AtthaokMe of the aerrice the preeident 
waa aMOrted from the church immediately, 
the congregation remaining in their leata to 
allow eaay egreaa.

''Cleveland weather" prevailed this morn- 
ing and the preiidential party partook of an 
early break feat in order to prepare for the 
day 'a feativitiei^ Shortly after tf o'clock 
MaJ. C. C. Rainwater, chairman of . Uie re- 
ception committee, escorted the members ot 
the pitrty from the Llndell hotel to the resi- 
dence of Mayor Wancia, where they were 
met by the mayor and cordially reoaiTad. 
Shortly after 10 o'clock the entire party te 
charge of Maj. Hainwater'i committee were 
driven to the fairgrounds in the north weat- 
am portion of tba oi(y. The route the car- 
riagee took waa elaborately decorated and 
much enthusiasm waa manifested by the 
spectators, the president aud Mrs. Cleveland 
auknowledgeing tba damonatraliona bow> 
ing to tha crowds oa attharrfdaoC tta 
street. 

The party reached the fair grounda at 
10:4-^ a. m. and were driven around the eaoe 
course, then stopping in front of the grand 
stand long enough to bear three thousand 
children sing "America."

Rbadinq, Pa., Oct 4.— Ashland, Schuyl- 
kill ooonty was tha scene of a tarriUe aool- 
daht Saturday aftamoon by wUoh Ova man 
ware killed and quite a number ware mora 
or loM iariouaty injured. Some twenty men 
ware at work in one portion of tha o^lery 
when a huge pillar of ooal mpporting the 
roof gave way. There waa a great oraeh, 
aathooaands of tons oama tambUng down. 
Tha gttrlll^ to of the roof of tha ooUlaiy 
oaosed lha oomprsdssd air to foroo tha pola- 
onoiu and deadly gaa, which alwaya Uoa 
along the roof, into the ohamber where the 
men ware working with tha lorea of a hur- 
ricana Men were lifted off their feet and 
sent flying right and left among the timbers 
aud flying coal. The deadly gas did its 
work in a few seoonda. 

The alarm waa immediately given, aud 
when the advance guard of initiera who 
were working in anoSbar gangway, and who 
fled at tha first aigna of danger, ratnrued 
they found the ootatretohad fbrms of twenty 
miners in the chamber of death. All ap- 
peared aa if dead, aud they were carried out 
one by one aud laid on the ground. Weep- 
ing woman aud children surrounded, the 
bodies, and after several hours' work the 
odlolals succeeded reeusoitatiug fifteen, but 
five were dead.

What the law Says Abeat the Oevarn- 
■aent Purchasing Bonds — Pnsxlaa for 
Mew Tork and Waehlagton Fleanelers 
to Mve— Other Waahlngtoa tteassb ( 

WA8Hnro*oii, Ooi A— flie prarogaMve 
policy of tbe treaaury in regard to tba tnr- 

ther purchase of bonds continues to attract 
a good deal of attention here. W hether or 
not the department has authority to pur- 
chase booda at n premium outside ot the 
sinkhagtanda la • qoaatlon not yet decided. 
The sscretary of Iba traasnry is authorised 
and required by law to purchase every year 
government hr)n<l4 amounting in value to 1 
per cent of the outstanding debt That ia 
the sinking fund. 

It is for this that the bonds recently pur- 
chased have tjoen bought. The law direct- 
ing him to make theee purcha.H"s is manda- 
tory. It says "shall." Ho if tb- si-cretary 
cannot buy bonds at par he inujtt buy them 
at whatever prices be can get thi-ni, for the 
law says he "shall purch>i*<s, etc." The 
other law, however, which authorises 
him to purchase bonds in his discretion 
ouulds tha alnklag tbnd tt dUtaraBtty 
worded. 

It simply says "he may." And it saya 
nothing about premium. Whether tlia 
makers of that law oontemplatiul the pay. 
ment of a premium for such purchase as it 
authori7.<«< is not knowtL As the law simply 
Bays "he may purchase bonds," there are 
eome people who believe that it don't intsnd 
be should purchase them at a premium, and 
as it is not mandatory tbe secretary hesi- 
tates about payiug 25 per cent premium for 
the sake of buyiug bonds under tbat author- 
ization. That is the question now to be set- 
tled as to the future policy of the treasury 
departmeut If it is to get its surplus out 
into circulation the slraiilwt w iv seoms to 
be to get this authority of the law and pur- 
chase more bonda The intorust on tke four 
jwr cent- bonds up to the time they lall due, 
twenty v>'iir« hence, wimiM amount toeighty 
cents on every dollar. If he ca!i got them 
now for tweiity-flvo cenLs ineiiiiiiiii on every 
dollar hi> t-'ivee the piiyinmit, of co.irso, of 
flfty-flve cents on each dolior so re»leemed. 
Provided he has auth<«rit,y. That is tbe 
authority that is puzzling the secretary and 
the financiers of New York and Washing- 
ton generally. Here is the oct of March 3, 
1U81, under which the secretary must act in 
«aaa ha daoMaa to boy bonda with Iba av 
pltis: 

"The aecret«ry of the treasury may at 
any time ap?ly the anrplus fiiud in the treas- 
ury, not otherwise appropriated, ui- so much 
thereof as he may consider pro|>er, to the 
purchase or redemption of United Htatea 
bonds lYovided, bonds so purctiased or ra> 
deemed shall constitute no partot Iba flak- 
ing fund, but shall be canraled." 

The treasury department has several times 
purchased bonds from the surplus iu tbe 
treasury asulu from thn sinking fund pur- 
chase. In none of these costt-i, however, 
have the bonds been bought at a premium. 
There have been ca.>«es in which certain sums 
were charged up on the treasury books 
"premium," hut that premium was not a 
premium on the Ixinds. It was a premium 
on the gold with wbioh the bonils were paid. 
All bonds are payable in gold or its equiva- 
lent, and at the time when these particular 
bonds were purchase<l the gold was at a pre- 
mium. 8o that the several sums charged 
up in thu treasury books as premiums was 
not a premium on bonds, but uiKin the gold 
with which they were purchased Secre- 
tary Fairchild is still at sea upon this one 
question of his authority to purchase bonds 
at a premium. j|. He would have no doubt 
wliatever as to his authority o bur them at 
par. Mor would he doubt his authority to 
buy them at a premium for a sinkmg fund, 
as is shown by his actiim in thn paat fort- 
night But whether he has authority to 
buy them purely as investment from the 
surplus in the treasury outside the sinking 
funds at a premium, he has not yet deolded. 
Indeed he diMS not propose to decide tbat 
question tor himself. He savs frankly that 
he is uncertain about it, nn 1 that be thinks 
the best solution of th» problem would be to 
ask the department of justice, the law au- 
thority of tbe government, to decide that 
queation. Ho it is probable that in case he 
sees a neceahity for further purchase of 
bonds before the meeting of congress, either 
torolieve the treasury of its surplus or the 
country of a money stringency, he will ask 
the department of justice to deoide that 
point, and u)>on its ile. -ision will rest the 
queation of further purchase of bonds this 
year. 

It is not at all certain that the treastiry 
departinent will find it necessary to make 
further purchases of bonds before the meet- 
ing of congress.. The slowness with which 
bonds have come in for re lemption under 
the sinking fund schema of late Indicates 
that there is no particular demand for 
money. It also suggests to the secretary 
that there is no particular occasion for 
haste in any further attempts to purchase 
bon^ so long as he can get all ha is offered 
to buy under the present scheme. Should 
another flurry come, however, such as that 
a fortnight ago, it is likoty he will call upon 
ths department of Justice to tell him 
whether he has authority under tbe law to 
buy bonds at a premium outside the sinking 
fund. Should the department decide against 
him, he still has another re<-<iurso. The law 
authorises the payment of six months' Inter- 
est in advance iu the <-ase the secretary of 
the treaaury deems it O'lv-lsable, h<> if he is 
not able to purchase bonds in order to get 
the uioiiey out of the treasury, he may as a 
last rusort pay six months' interest before 
due. Tbe annual interest chargml on the 
outstanding debt now is about t4<'>,lHK),U00. 
So if he should as a last resort decide to pre- 
pay six luouttis' interest, he could put afloat 
about |->^,UuO^OOO hi tbat way on vary abort 
notice. _

Intaraaiing Selica Unoarthed. 
Wbilo working on tbe ■aysrllle and 

Big Sandy Railroad a short distance 
below Springville tbe other day, a force 
of hands brought to light tbe skeleton of 
an Indian. The Portstnonth Blade narH: 
"The skull was intact until removed 
from the earth, when the lower jaw 
broke away. The most remarkable fea- 
ture of the head was a bunch of hair on 
the front portion of the skull. Tbia hair 
was about five inches long, black as a 
crow's wing and stiff as bristles. That it 
should 6e preserved intact through all 
tbe years the skeleton baa been buried is 
indeed a strsngo drcnmstaooe. So firm 
was it in its place, and so strong was the 
iiair itself, tiut it was used ss a band- 
hold by whkh to carry tho skull up town 
when it was brought across the river. 
Alongside the skeleton was founds beau- 
tiful ehssed silver eross, and a shield* 
shaped plate ot silver about six inches 
long, four inches wide and a sixteenth of 
an inch thick. Around this plate was a* 
handsomely carved wreath. At the top 
was a Maltese cross, and just below the 
cross a crown artistically engraved on the 
face of the plate. At either end of the 
plate were three holes, evidently drilled 
there for the purpose of attaching it to 
another object. There were also several 
pairs of scissors, a nnpiber of knives, and 
twenty or thirty buskkt foa«d about tbe 
skeleton. 

' The fact that tbe Indians left this sec- 
tion of country ninety-eight years ago 
demonstrates that the body, of which 
this skeleton was a part, was buried at 
least a hundred years ago. There is cir- 
cuinstancial evidence upon whicli to base 
tiie opinion that it has lain there at least 
a century and a half. The plate and cross 
are evidently a portion of the head gear 
of a Jssuir priest, and the history of tbe 
Jesuits, as pn'served in France, shows 
tttat they were here two hundred years 
ago. How much longer they remained 
or boiw^lgip thsso relics were preserved 
by tllll* 'Hawns sfter they left, must also 
remain an unasweretl (question; but as an 
Indian's treasurea were buried with his 
bones, it is not evident thai a great many 
years elapsed from the time the Indian 
aoqnbtd theae things from tbe Jesuits 
nntll thajrwiio iManvd wMi Mm*"
